At  the  same  time,  however,  it 
also  raised  requirements  in  Eng- 
lish, history  and  igocial  sciences— 
and  denied  that  Sputnik  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  changes. 

Some  105,000  students  of  4C 
public  high  .schools  will  be  re- 
quired to  complete: 

Three  courses  of  science  and 
mathematics,  instead  of  the  pre- 
vious one  of  either:  four  years  of 
English,  instead  of  three,  and 
three  courses  of  history  and  oth- 
er social  sciences,  instead  of  two. 

These  changes  may  appear 
slight.  But  a study  showed  that 
23  states  require  only  one  year 
of  science  in  high  school,  four 
states  require  two  years  and  21
